BOURBON FISCAL COTOT 

At the meeting of ihe Bourbon 
Fiscal Court, presided over by 
ty Judge Geoge Batterton. a 
was submitted by Catesby 
and John T. Collins, road 
sioners. showing the work of re- 
building and improving the roads of 
the county to be progressing in a 
most satisfactory manner. The re- 
port shows a total expenditure for 
May of $44,941.49. The estimate 
for June, including taking up of an 
cverdraft for $9,000, was $55,000, 
which amount the Court instructed 
County Treasurer W. W. Mitchell to 
boi row. 

The report showed the ditching 
of twenty-sight miles of road at a 
cost of practically $350 a mile. The 
Court took under consideration tho 
purchase of a large power shovel 
that will do the work of fifteen 
men. at an estimated cost of $8,- 
000. 

The Court decided to test the le- 
gality of the recent $100,000 bond 
i.-sue by filing a friendly suit before 
attempting to sell the first install- 
ment of bonds. An amended order 
j was adopted constructing the re- 
| cent enactment of a twenty-cents 
special road tax on each $100 worth, 
of taxable property in the county 
| for State purposes, by Vhi~h four 
j cents of the amount will be used to 
| meet interest charges and create a 
! sinking fund. The Court then ad-

'BOURBON MAN. SENTENCED TO 



In the Court of Appeals, at 
Frankfort. Friday, a new trial was 
| ordered for Oscar Johnson, of Paris, 
| convicted in the Bourbon Circuit 
j Court, and sentenced to death on 
! the charge of killing Walter Rice, 
i in this city, two xears ago. John- 
son was represented by Attorney 
Oscar T. Hinton, of Paris, and Gov- 
ernor Edwin P. Morrow, of Frank- 
fort. The new trial will probably 
be called at the coming term of the 
Bourbon Circuit Court. 

Johnson, who was at the time in 
the employ of the Louisville 9c 
Nashville, shot and killed Rice, a 
fellow-employe, in the restaurant at 
Tenth and Pleasant street. then 
conducted by Ahearn & Burton. 
The trouble started over dis- 
paraging remarks made by Rice 
regarding Johnson's sister. The 
killing followed as a result of the 
quarrel between the two men.

Circuit Judge Robert L. Stout has 
notified City Attorney Denis Dun- 
don that he had overruled the de- 
murrer of the defendants in the case 
of the City of Paris rs. the Paris 
Electric & Gas Co. The city sued 
The Electric Co. for the sum of $32,- 
I 00 for alleged overcharges. Th«» 
suit wa? filed about two years ago 
by former Council, through its Con- 
'ilung Engineer, W. H. Weiss, of 
\aneas City. The suit was an ac- 
tion looking toward a reduction in 
the pnees of street lights for the 
city and in the prices charged pri- 
vate consumer. The Electric Co. 
contended the scale of prices charg- 
d was reasonable and fair and filed 
a demurer to the suit. 



Yesterday was a rather slow 
Court day, as far as business mat- 
ters were concerned. There was a 
small crowd in town, the farmers 
being busy with their work, . and 
tenants on farms being occupied 
with tobacco setting, greatly reduc- 
ing the usual attendance.

HOW WOULD YOU LIKE TO BE 
THE GAS M AN? 

Add to conditions that have be- 
come so common that we are apt to 
refer to them as "natural." is the 
fact that the business of produc- 
ing illuminating gas is in direct 
competition with between six and 
seven million American automobiles 
that are engaged in using gasoline, 
with the result lhat 13,000,000 bar- 
rels were used in 1919 as compared 
to 8,500.000 in 1918. And just 
keep your eyes peeled for the 1920 
score sheet. 

During the/ last ten years the in- 
crease in the demand for pelroleur? 
products has increased 560 per cent, 
and during the same period the pro- 
duction of crude oil in the United 
States has increased only 95 per 
cent. All phases of the oil refining 
industry have been affected; but, of 
course, the biggest demand has 
been for morto gasoline. 

To "both eat your cake and have 
your enke," i.s as difficult as it is for 
the country to keep up with the de- 
mand for oil and petroleum pro- 
ducts. Gas oil is one of the distil- 
lates of crude oil, and seventy per 
cent, of the artificial gas produced 
in the country is made in processes 
which require the annual use of 
about 28,000,000 barrels of gas oil. 
With the gas industry trailing along 
as the tail of the gas-eating-auto- 
mobile-dog, while attempting to 
furnish the necessities of life in 
competition to pleasure-cars, it will 
be seen that the gas n.an is in a 
pretty bad predicament. 

Illuminating gas must go up in 
price, even though the processes of 
franchises and old-bargains with 
city governments are hard to dis- 
turb — for while the public usually 
gives in inch by-inch to its utili- 
ties, it will not see them "bust," or 
put in so bad a hole that they have 
to resort to that orher alternative 
of "poor gas." with a low heating 
value. The gas man is having his 
share of difficulties, and while 
'pleasure at the helm" will not give 
up any considerable part of the 
road, neverthless the fairness of 
the American public may be depend- 
ed upon to meet so serious a prob- 
lem in a candid manner.
